To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Morpeth  Rural  District  Council . 


Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  report  of  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  and  that  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  year  1968, 

The  first  event  of  which  mention  must  be  made  was  the  retirement  on 
31st  March  of  Dr.  McGregor,  after  25  years  of  dedicated  service  to  the  local 
community  as  its  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Dr.  McGregor  knew  her  area 
and  her  people  intimately  with  their  many  and  varied  problems,  and  the  respect 
in  which  she  was  held  by  her  colleagues  in  the  public  health  field  was  shown 
in  a  presentation  to  her  on  her  final  day  in  harness. 

The  vital  statistics  for  1968  were,  on  the  whole,  satisfactory.  There 
was  a  slight  fall  in  the  population  figure  from  17,910  in  the  previous  year,  to 
17,400.  The  standard  birth  rate  rose  from  14*9  to  15*12  per  1,000  of  the 
population  -  lower  than  the  national  rate  of  16. 9*  The  stillbirth  rate  fell 

from  28  to  20  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths,  compared  with  a  national  figure 
of  14*3*  The  number  of  infants  who  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  one  year 
increased  from  2  to  4  in  1968,  showing  a  rise  in  the  infantile  mortality  rate 
to  16  per  1,000  live  births  -  lower  than  the  national  rate  of  18. 

The  number  of  deaths  increased  from  169,  in  1967,  to  192,  giving  a  rise 
in  the  standard  death  rate  to  12.32  per  1,000  of  the  population  -  slightly 
higher  than  the  national  rate  of  11*9*  Over  'JCf/o  of  the  total  deaths  were  due 
to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system,  malignant  neoplasms  and 
cerebrovascular  disease.  The  number  of  deaths  from  malignant  neoplasms  increased 
from  29  in  1967 ,  to  35  in  1968  >  although  the  death  rate  from  this  cause  compared 
favourably  with  the  national  rate.  The  number  of  deaths  from  malignant  neoplasms 
of  the  lung  and  bronchus  fell  from  9  in  1967?  to  3  in  1968. 

A  veiy  satisfactory  report  can  be  given  with  regard  to  tuberculosis  in 
Morpeth  Rural  District  -  no  new  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  and  no  deaths 
occurred  from  this  disease. 

Of  the  45  cases  of  dysentery  notified  in  1968,  35  occurred  in  an  institution 
in  the  area.  The  latter  cases  were  a  continuation  of  the  outbreak  reported  in 

1967,  and  over  50^  of  these  were  of  the  flexner  type.  Patients  in  a  children's 
ward  were  mainly  involved,  but  a  few  adult  patients  and  members  of  staff  were 
infected  also.  The  remaining  10  cases  were  due  to  shigella  sonnei  and  all 
occurred  in  the  Red  Row  area.  In  one  household,  four*  members  of  one  family  were 
affected  and  the  infection  appeared  to  begin  in  a  five  year  old  child  then  spread 
to  the  mother  and  two  younger  children. 

Between  May  and  October,  50  cases  of  measles  were  notified,  in  comparision 
with  121  in  the  previous  year.  The  measles  vaccination  campaign  began  in  May 

1968,  and  1,096  susceptible  children  under  8  years  of  age  were  vaccinated  in  the 
Central  Area  of  Northumberland  by  the  end  of  the  year.  It  will  be  interesting 
to  observe  the  effect  of  this  campaign  upon  the  number  of  cases  notified  during 
the  current  year,  which  one  would  expect  to  be  a  biennial  epidemic  year  for 
measles  in  the  Rural  District. 

The  case  of  whooping  cough  was  a  six  months  old  baby,  who  was  too  young  to 
have  completed  the  immunisation  course  before  she  picked  up  the  infection. 


No  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  in  1968,  but  early  in  June  a 
cautionary  warning  had  to  be  given  to  the  public  in  the  area,  advising  against 
the  collection  of  mussels  and  cockles  gathered  from  the  sea  shore,  A  sudden 
increase  in  the  sea  of  the  plankton  dinoflagellate,  had  caused  water-filtering 
shellfish  to  become  toxic,  and  toxic  mussels  gathered  in  the  Holy  Island  area 
had  been  the  cause  of  an  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  on  Tyneside  at  that  time. 
Further  investigation  as  to  the  safety  of  shellfish  along  the  Northumbrian  coast 
was  undertaken  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  and  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory.  It  was  not  until  the  end  of  August  that  the  level 
of  toxicity  in  the  mussels  and  edible  parts  of  escallops  fell  below  the  maximum 
permitted  level  at  all  points. 

In  conclusion s  I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  work  of  the 
Health  Department  Clerk,  who  coped  so  efficiently  with  the  challenge  of  extra 
work  and  responsibility,  of  the  helpful  co-operation  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  and  other  Council  Officials,  and  of  the  continuing  support  of  the 
members  of  the  Council  during  the  year.

GENERAL  PROVISIONS  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 


Ambulance  Service. 


This  is  provided  by  Northumberland  County  Council  with  ambulances  stationed 
at  Broomhill,  Morpeth  and  Ashington  with  27  drivers  and  3  station  officers 
employed,  A  car  service,  with  cars  hired  from  local  garage  owners  is  used  in 
the  more  isolated  country  areas. 


Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Services. 

The  County  Council  has  purpose-built  clinics  at  Broomhill  and  Widdrington 
where  a  full  range  of  services  is  provided.  Rented  premises  are  used  for  certain 
services  at  Pegswood,  Lynemouth,  Hartburn  and  Acklington, 

Many  residents  in  the  Rural  District  are  able  to  use  the  County1  s  clinic 
in  Morpeth  Borough, 


Meals  on  Wheels, 


\  The  Women’s  Royal  Voluntary  Service  continued  its  work  for  the  community 
during  the  year,  with  financial  aid  from  the  Old  People’s  Voluntary  Welfare 
Committee,  Morpeth  Rural  District  Council  and  the  County  Council,  The 
total  number  of  meals  served  to  elderly  citizens  increased  from  1,683  in  1967, 
to  1,793  in  1968,  A  service  was  arranged  in  Cambo  for  one  old  lddy  who 
otherwise  would  have  had  to  be  admitted  to  an  old  person’s  home.  Three  meals 
from  the  local  school  canteen  were  delivered  to  her  each  week  by  a  voluntary 
helper,  and  this  certainly  resulted  in  an  improvement  in  her  general  health. 


Chiropody  Service, 

The  chiropody  service,  organised  by  the  Old  People’s  Voluntary  Welfare 
Committee  in  the  Rural  District,  continued  to  run  smoothly  and  was  appreciated 
by  the  elderly  citizens.

IMMUNISATION . 

The  record  of  immuni sat ions  completed  is  not,  now  available  for  Morpeth 
Rural  alone,  but  refers  to  the  whole  of  the  Central  Area  of  the  County. 

In  the  Central  Area  in  1968,  760  children  completed  a  primary  course  of 
triple  antigen,  while  a  further  86  co&pleted  a  course  of  diphtheria/tetanus 
injeotions* 

In  addition,  196  older  children,  not  protected  in  infancy  against  tetanus, 
received  a  primary  course  of  treatment  with  tetanus  vaccine  alone* 

Re- inforcing  injections  against  diphtheria  were  given  to  2,176  children, 
agafnst  whooping  cough  to  879  children  and  against  tetanus  to  2,087  children.

Water  Supplies . 

The  area  of  the  rural  district  is  supplied  for  the  most  part  with 
water  from  the  Water  Undertaking  of  the  Tynemouth  County  Borough  Council. 

The  supply  of  ;ood  quality,  adequate  in  quantity  and  is 
described  as  being:-  ,JA  moderate  hard  water  with  a  natural  flouride 
content  varying  from  0.1  to  0.2  parts  per  million  and  a  lead  solvency 
of  0.2  parts  per  million.1* 

Ninety  six  point  eight  nine  per  cent  of  dwellings  in  the  rural 
district  receive  piped  water  from  this  source  and  the  remaining  3.11^> 
obtain  water  from  private  sources,  i.e.  wells,  boreholes  and  springs. 

The  private  supplies  are  adequate  in  quantity  and,  with  few 
exceptions,  in  quality  also. 


One  hundred  and  thirty  six  samples  of  water  were  collected  .  during 
the  year  and  sent  for  bacteriological  examination  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  service.

Thirston  Village* 


The  installation  of  the  sewerage  scheme  for  Thirston  Village 
commenced  early  in  1967  was  completed  in  June*  1968. 

Drainage  and  Conversi o ns * 

No  application;  for  grant  aid  towards  the  cost  of  conversion  of 
conservancy  type  closets  under  Section  47  of  the  Public  Health  Act 
were  received  during  the  year,  lorks  of  this  nature  being  done  under 
the  provisions  of  the  Housing  cts. 

Twelve  dwellings  were  converted  to  water  carriage  system  during 
1968  by  this  means. 

It  is  estimated  thwt  46  privy  type  closets  still  remain  in  the 
area  serving  0,8, a  of  the  dwellings  in  the  district. 

Sludge  Disposal. 

The  vehicle  operating  the  septic  tank  emptying  service  travelled 
9,902  miles  during  the  year  and  217  tanks  serving  336  dwellings  were 
provided  with  the  free  service. 

The  time  spent  by  the  operator  on  the  various  services  was  as 
follows.:  -

Disposal  of  sludge  continued,  where  this  was  possible  without 
risk  of  nuisance  or  pollution  of  water  courses,  over  agricultural 
land  in  close  proximity  to  the  source  of  collection.  On  the  few 
occasions  where  this  w  s  not  possible,  it  was  discharged  together  with 
household  refuse  at  the  nearest  available  disposal  site.

For  economic  reasons,  collected  refuse  continued  to  be  disposed 
of  by  dumping  on  to  sites  as  near  as  possible  to  the  sources  ox  production 
and  the  existing  sites  at  East  Chevington,  Qausey  Park,  Lynemouth, 
Longhorsley,  Begs wood  and  biddrington  continued  to  be  used  and 
maintained  to  the  best  possible  standards  within  the  limits  ‘  imposed  by 
plant  and  labour. 

Informal  action  under  section  75 }  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
resulted  in  the  provision  of  and/or  renewal  of  143  standard  dustbins 
to  private  dwellings  said,  in  ac  dition  82  dustbins  were  renewed  to 
Council  owned  dwellings  and  5^  dustbins  were  supplied  to  private 
persons. 

Visits  for  this  purpose  together  with  those  for  the  supervision 
of  plant,  tips,  personnel  and  other  complaints  were  made  on  304 
separate  occasions.

caravan  Sites  2:  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960. 

The  popularity  of  holiday  caravan  sites  was  maintained  and 
eighty-eight  visiiS  were  made  to  the  four  sites  in  regular  use 
within  the  district. 

The  Council’s  site  on  the  coast  at  CresEV/^ll  provides 
accommodation  for  2o0  caravans  and  is  now  improved  with  amenities 
to  the  standard  required  under  the  Act.  The  new  recreational 
building  and  clubhouse,  brought  into  use  at  the  commencement  of 
the  season  added  much  to  the  appearance  of  the  site  and  to  the 
advantage  and  pleasure  of  the  site  #sers. 


The  privately  owned  site  in  tile  same  locality,  intended  to 
house  some  300  caravans  was  still  only  50/  developed  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  The  site  was  popular  and  continued  to  be  well  maintained.

The  Council’s  rodent  operative  continued  with  his  normal  duty

In  addition  to  the  work  of  the  County  Health  Inspector  the 
department  assisted  by  collecting  milk  samples  from  herds  producing 
milk  for  retail  sale  in  its  raw  or  untreated  state  as  recommended 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  their  circular  17/66.  A  total  of  23 
samples  were  collected  from  the  milk  produced  by  7  separate  herds. 

The  result  of  the  ring  test  of  these  samples  was  Brucella  Abortus 
Negative  in  each  case.
